SHOIH^ the Germans decide tn 
hang onto Rome, despite the 
certainty of u ltimate encirclement 
by the Allies, It will pose one of 
the war’« tou ghest tactical prob­ 
lems for the Anglo-American arm­ 
ies which are continu ing their 
steady 
advance u p 
the Italian 
peninsu la. 
Hitler, the anti-Christ who actu ­ 
ally set himself u p as a Messiah 
and for years has been mak ing 
bitter assau lts on « all Christian 
chu rches, is in effect holding the 
pope as hostage to shield the Nail 
troops in the eternal city. 
As added protection the Hitler­ 
ites are su rrou nded by hu ndreds 
of thou sands of civilians and are 
encamped in the midst of shrines 
of Christendom and monu ments 
which are among the priceless 
relics of history. 
The Allies have sworn to free 
Rome, the Vatican and the pope. 
President Roosevelt the other day 
attribu ted something of the as­ 
pects of a holy war to this opera­ 
tion. saying there are certain ele 
ments of a cru sade in driving ou t 
the Germans. 
Becau se of all this, and becau se 
the capital city k i the center of 
lUly’e chief railways, its captu re 
is one of the main objectives of 
ou r campaign. 
Ob viou sly, however, the last 
thing the Allies want is to have 
to Uk e Rome by force. That wou ld 
mean the death of many civilians 
and the destru ction of some of 
the world’s most cherished heir­ 
looms. 
Yet if the master gangster shou ld 
order several division« of his troops 
to mak e a stand there, the Anglo- 
American armies wou ld be com­ 
pelled either to storm the city or 
accept the alternative of leaving 
the Nasls in temporary possession. 
Any idea of starving this metropo­ 
lis into su bmission seenw ou tside 
the pale. 
There is no dou bt that the Amer­ 
icans and British can su rrou nd 
Rome, despite Increasing enemy 
resistance. Completion of the con­ 
qu est of the island of Corsica, ju st 
off the weetem coast of Italy, will 
facilitate the landing of an am­ 
phibiou s force above the capital to 
cooperate with Gens. Clark and 
Montgomery who are advancing 
from the sou th. 
STILL. Hitler might consider it 
well worth while to sacrifice 
his force of occu pation in order to 
k eep the Allies ou t of Rome. From 
his standpoint there are two argu ­ 
ments in favor of this gamble. 
One is that possession of the 
heart of the Italian railways wou ld 
handicap the Allied advance u p 
the peninsu la. 
The other has to 
do with the moral effect, which 
wou ld be calcu lated to Impress the 
might of Germany on the amall 
Axis satellites and any wavering 
Italian Fascists. 
Shou ld this situ ation materialize, 
it might be that the Allies wou ld 
leave Rome alone for the moment 
and advance against the main 
Nazi forces in the north. 
It wou ld be a hard decision to 
mak e. Su ch tactics probably wou ld 
requ ire more troops than 
they 
now have in Italy, becau se they 
wou ld have to protect their left 
flank against the German divisions 
which were behind them in the 
capital. 
The war hasn’t produ ced any 
similar 
situ ation. 
We 
have 
had so-called su icide stands in 
large cities, of cou rse, bu t never 
before have there been su ch re­ 
ligiou s and historical aspects to 
complicate the situ ation. 
We mu stn't ateu me either that 
the Germans will decide to hold in 
face of certain encirclement, or, if 
they do, that the Ailled command 
will decide not to u se force to ou st 
them. 
It’s a fair assu mption, however, 
that if the Nazis try this trick the 
Allies will consider the practicabil­ 
ity of letting Rome alone for a bit. 
Shou ld the Germans be left in 
possession u ntil their army in the 
north has been 
defeated, 
they 
then presu mably will be able to 
su rrender with no danger to them­ 
selves. 
It wou ld be the old game of do­ 
ing as mu ch damage as possible 
from safe cover and then yelling 
"k amerad” when things get hot.

ALLIES EXTEND 
MAOANGSMASH 


Major Pacific Blows Hinted 


By Meeting Oi Ad mirals

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Oct. 
6—Au stralian troops have fou ght 
their way into New Gu inea’s Ramu 
valley, 80 miles from the Japanese 
coastal l» se of Madang. and the 
tightening American air and sea 
block ade in the central SolomonS 
has increased the price the enemy 
Is paying In ships and men to 
evacu ate Kolombangara island. 
The new su ccesses were an­ 
nou nced 
today by headqu arters 
which also ack nowledge receipt of 
congratu lations by Gen. Dou glas 
MacArthu r from Gen. George C. 
Marshall, army chief-of-staff, for 
the tactics and speed which have 
won new air bases from the Jap­ 
anese in northeastern New Gu inea. 
(An indication that major devel- 
dproents in the Pacific offensive 
may be in the offing was given 
Tu esday night at Honolu lu . There 
it was disclosed that .\dmiral Ern­ 
est W. King, commander-in-chlef 
of the United States fleet, had vis­ 
ited the Pacific area for the first 
time since the war’s ou tbreak to 
confer with Admiral Chester W. 
Nlmitz, commander-in-chief of the 
Pacific fleet, and Admiral William 
P. Halsey, commander of the sou th 
Pacific force. Admirals King and 
Halsey since have retu rned to 
their headqu arters.).

Au stralians 
have crossed the divide between 
the Mark ham and Ramu valleys 
and ou sted the Japanese from the 
village of Kau glin. 60 miles sou th 
of Madang. Madang is the next 
enemy base of importance u p the 
coast from captu red Finschhafen.

Kolombangara, where the 
Japanese are trying to pu ll ou t 
their Isolated garrison at Vila by 
means of self-propelled 
barges, 
today's commu niqu e reported that 
on Satu rday and Su nday, American 
army and navy planes sank six 
barges.

RUSSIAN MOVES 
HINT NEW DRIVE 


Growing Activity Flares On 


Both End s Of East Froift

LONDON, Oct. 6 — Reports of 
growing activity 
o t Ru ssian mobile 
colu mns on both ends of the long, 
rain-soak ed eastern front su ggested 
the possibility today that Red army 
forces are preparing a new drive 
in force to tu rn flank s of the Ger 
mans in , one or both of these 
widely-separated sectors. 
The central front, on which the 
rival 
arlnies 
stand 
massed 
on 
either side of the Dnieper river 
line from Kiev sou th to Dnepro­ 
petrovsk , remained qu iet. 
Despite almost impassable roads 
and German cou nter-attack s, the 
Red army apparently is k eeping 
the initiative in the soggy marsh­ 
lands of White Ru ssia. 
Ru ssian 
forces 
captu red 
46 
towns and villages in the Vitetek 
sector Tu esday to anchor their 
spearheads only 30 miles from that 
important Nazi bastioo, a Soviet 
commu niqu e broadcast from Mos­ 
cow said. 
That single gain placed the ad­ 
vancing Ru ssians within 140 miles 
of the Latvian frontier and storm­ 
ing of Vitebsk wou ld point a di­ 
rect threat at the whole German- 
held Baltic region. 
More tbau 1,150 German soldiers 
were k illed In the fighting arou nd 
Vitebsk and Gomel, the commu ni­ 
qu e said. 
Berlin reported Ru ssian forces 
deploying In strength arou nd Lak e 
Ilmen, far to the north, and at the 
sou thern end of the front ju st 
north of the Sea of Azov. 
Ou tside of the gains in White 
Ru ssia, Moscow dispatches report­ 
ed German cou nter-blows are in.- 
creasing in nu mber and strength, 
bu t that the front as a whole was 
relatively Inactive.

Will Req uire Evid ence 


Of Ind i^p ensab ility’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—The sen­ 
ate voted today to su bstitu te for the 
Wheeler “don’t draft fathers” bill 
a measu re designed to steer thou s­ 
and of federal and war plant work ­ 
ers into the armed forces by 're 
qu iring evidence of the “Indlspensa- 
blHty’,’ of all draft-age non-fathers 
holding occu pational deferments. 
The action, by voice vote, scu t­ 
tled the bill by Senator Wheeler 
(D) of Montana to postpone fu rth­ 
er indu ctions of pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers u ntil Jan. 1. 
The senate previou sly, with ad­ 
ministration approval, wrote into 
the su bstitu te Wheeler’s amend 
ment requ iring written explanations 
to draft boards for all requ ests for 
indu strial deferments. 
Final Action Waited 
Pinal action on the measu re 
await disposition of a pending 
amendment by Senator Robert A. 
Taft (R) of Ohio to restrict occu ­ 
pational deferments for men u nder 
30 and set u p a series of classifi­ 
cations for the Indu ction of fath 
ers. 
The revised su bstitu te, offered by 
Senators Bailey (D) of North Caro 
Hna and Clark (D) of Missou ri, al­ 
so inclu des an amendment setting 
u p a medical commission to consid­ 
er lowering army and navy physical 
standards to permit indu ction of 
many of the men now classified 
as 4-F’s. 
The Wheeler amendment to the 
su bstitu te was accepted by Major­ 
ity Leader Bark ley of Kentu ck y 
wMk AI WM iwvieed to requ tre writ* 
ten etotemente of employera In- 
titmA o f affldavlte as to the rea* 
eottk fo r requ esting a work er’s de­ 
ferment in indu stry. 
Tile senate accepted the medical 
commieston amendment by voice 
vote. 
Wou ld Name Five Phyeiciane 
The amendment, offered by Sen. 
Clark , wou ld au thorize the Presi­ 
dent to appoint five physicians, in­ 
clu ding one each from the army 
and navy, to re-examine health re­ 
qu irements u nder which more than 
3,000,000 men have been deferred. 
Sen. Wheeler earlier had conced­ 
ed qu ick acceptance of the admin­ 
istration-su pported su bstitu te. 
The su bstitu te provides: 
1.—No registrant between 18 and 
38 shall be employed or remain 
in the employment of the govern­ 
ment by reason of occu pational de­ 
ferment u nless he is a pre-Pearl 
Harbor father or has been certi 
fied as indispensable with a fu ll 
explanation to congress within 30 
days. 
2.—Local draft boards shall fol 
low a recent selective service di 
rectlve deferring, insofar as it is 
practical, pre-Pearl Harbor indu e 
tions niu til men in all other selec 
tive categories are tak en. 
3.—Draft appeal boatds in areas 
where war plants are located shall 
review 
occu pational 
deferments 
granted by draft boards of the 
home towns of indu strial work ers 
to determine whether theyaare de­ 
ferred properly.

Dingell (D) of Michigan of 
the ways and means committee 
said: “The committee will not fol­ 
low the treasu ry in its hu ge tax 
estimates and the treasu ry will 
be forced to bring in a $5,000,000,- 
000 program. The committee shou ld 
and will demand su ch a revised 
estimate.” 
The administration is ready to 
play an ace however In an effort 
to save its tax plan, sending Fred 
M. Vinson, economic stabilization 
director and a former popu lar 
member of congress, to the hill to 
present Its case. 
Vinson was to have appeared 
before his former colleagu es Tu es­ 
day bu t he ask ed for a day’s delay 
after the new plan was criticized 
so rou ndly. 
Vinson may have to cope with 
agitation, of u ncertain strength, 
for a 10 percent federal retail 
sales tax to su pplant the proposal 
for higher levies on individu al and 
corporate Incomes and on so-called 
lu xu ries. 
The Issu e wag raised before the 
committee yesterday by the New 
York board of trade. M. L. Seld 
man. chairman of the board's tax 
committee, u rged* a 10 percent 
sales levy which he said wou ld 
yield $6,000,000,000 annu ally.

HOULD tbe Germans decide to 
hang onto Rome, despite the 
certainty of ultimate encirclement 
. by the Allies, it will pose one of 
the war’# toughest tactical prob­ 
lems for the Anglo-American arm­ 
ies which are continuing their 
steady 
advance 
up 
the Italian 
peninsula. 
Hitler, the anti-Christ who actu­ 
ally set himself up as a Messiah 
and for years has been making 
bitter assaults on fall Christian 
churches, is in effect holding the 
pope as hostage to shield the Nail 
troops in the eternal city. 
As added protection the Hitler­ 
ites are surrounded by hundreds 
of thousands of civilians and are 
encamped in the midst of shrines 
of Christendom and monuments 
which are among the priceless 
relics of history. 
The Allies have sworn to free 
Rome, the Vatican and the pope. 
President Roosevelt the other day 
attributed something of the as­ 
pects of a holy war to this opera 
don, saying there are certain ele­ 
ments of a crusade in driving out 
the Germans. 
Because of all this, and because 
the capital city is the center of 
Italy’s chief railways, its capture 
is one of the main objectives of 
our campaign. 
OBVIOUSLY, however, the last 
thing thq Allies want is to have 
to take Rome hy force. That would 
mean the death of many civilians 
and the destruction of some of 
the world’s most cherished heir­ 
looms. 
Yet if the master gangster should 
order several divisions of his troops 
to make a stand there, the Anglo- 
American armies would be com­ 
pelled either to storm the city or 
accept the alternative of leaving 
the Nails in temporary possession. 
Any idea of starving this metropo­ 
lis into submission seems outside 
the pale. 
There is no doubt that the Amer­ 
icans and British can surround 
Rome, despite increasing enemy 
resistance. Completion of the con­ 
quest of the island of Corsica, just 
off the western coast of Italy, will 
facilitate the landing of an am­ 
phibious force above the capital to 
cooperate with Gens. Ctark and 
Montgomery who ore advancing 
from the south.

30 a mile north of the city limits. 
During interm ittent questioning 
since his arrest on suspicion last 
Sunday young Lyons has denied 
that he had any idea as to how 
the young wife came to her end. 
And Ute contrivance that regis­ 
ters a person’s emotional stress 
under questioning apparently show­ 
ed he was telling the truth. The de­ 
tector works on the principle .that 
a lie will be shown by changes In 
rate of breathing, pulse, perspira­ 
tion In the palms of the hands and 
other factors, which are recorded 
during questioning. 
Nervous At Start 
Young Lyons, although visibly 
nervous when facing the ordeal, 
according to authorities, seemed 
to answer the questions without 
more than a normal change in 
body functions, indicating that he 
gave true answers to the many 
questions put to him by the train­ 
ed operator. 
Upon their return from Cleve­ 
land last night, the law enforce­ 
ment heads pointed to the police 
office door, advised the husband 
he was free and suggested he ’’go 
back to that war job, because men 
are needed.”

House Group Favors 
Help For Dependents 
Of Women In Service

prove he is dependent on his wife 
for his chief support. 
Such proof 
would entitle him and their chil­ 
dren to the same amount paid to 
wives and children. 
Here is the proposed new month­ 
ly scale—revised upward to meet 
higher living cost*: 
$50 for a wife (or husband); $72 
for a wife and one child; $90 for a 
wife and two children, and $16 ex­ 
tra for each additional child. 
Existing law provides $50 for 
the wife, $62 for a wife and one 
child, and $10 extra for each addi­ 
tional child. 
The committee recommended no 
change in the present deduction 
of $22 monthly from the service 
check with class A, or primary de­ 
pendants such as wives and chil­ 
dren, and $27 for those with pri­ 
mary and secondary dependents. 
The rest of the total monthly pay­ 
ment is contributed by the govern­ 
ment. 
Chairman Sparkman (D) of Ala­ 
bama estimated the amendments 
would boost the cost to the govern­ 
ment by $446,000,000 annually.

hi s 1» National Newapaper week, being ob- 
eenred from Oct. 1 to 8 to dev elop better 
understanding between tbe American people and 
their press. 
Year In and y ear out the press reflects and 
fiv e« purpose to the people’s interests and ex- 
feriences, changing as they change. Today , the 
press ie busy w ith the story of tho greatest war 
ih history , telling what happens on the battle* 
fields, explaining ev ents and regulations on tbe 
home front, helping to sell W ar Bonds, dlscuss- 
ibg post-war plans and probabilities. This war- 
fime aspect has been added to the other fnnc- 
tlons of tbe prees, which continue to be per­ 
formed within the limits of w arthno regulations 
gnd restrictions. 
. Newspapers are deeply affected by the war, 
of course. They are subject to the sam e shortages 
of m anpower and m aterial tbat make the opera­ 
tion of all businesses difficult. W hile they are 
Indispensable to tbe m aintenance of% n informed 
public, they hav e been unable to keep many of 
their key men. A chronic shortage of new sprint 
that threatens to become acute has created a 
State of suspense about their ability to do the 
Job expected of them. But by the grace of the 
people they serv e, they will get it done some­ 
how. 
By the grace of the people. Americans wanted 
a press free to stand or fall on its own m erits, 
free to speak and act independent of political 
oontrol, free to record w hat the people wanted. 
The people made it possible. 
As long as tbey continue to feel the same 
ifay there wlll be a free press because they will 
got be satisfied with any thing less. They will 
w ant to choose their own reading m atter; they 
will not tolerate schem es to eatabllsh central 
(firectlon of their thinking. 
During N ational Newspaper week In 1943, the 
Aiherlcan free press gratefully acknowledges the 
iplrlt of the American people that preserv es free­ 
dom as the hope of the world.

External Control Of Germans Looms As Best Bet 


For Allies When Hitler's Armies Lay Down Arms

HB qneetlon to which the Al­ 
lies m ust ,find the answ er at 
Moeoow Is w hat kind of arm istice 
do we intend to giv e the Germans 
when they surrender. 
Tbe answ er to this question Is 
tbe key to the future of Europe 
•a d of tbe grand alliance of the 
U nited 
Natlone 
throughout

world. 
If we agree on a rlgbteous and 
workable policy for Germany , we 
shall be able to face all the other 
questions of tbe eettlM nent with 
confidence.

The critical point Is for bow long 
a tlnM and In w hat way the Al- 
liee 
m ean to occupy and gov ern 
Germany w ith their arm ies.

W e do 
not know w ith certainty the Rus- 
sans v iew. 
But there are eev eral- indica- 
tiona — their 
uponsoring

disapprov al of AMG, our plan for 
the mUltary gov ernm ent of 
oc­ 
cupied 
territory —- which 
giv e 
ground for thinking that the Rus­ 
sians m ay not believ e in an Al­ 
lied occupation and gov ernm ent of 
Germany . 


N' 
OW there are oompelling rea­ 
eons why Amerfcans, and also 
tha Brltlkh, should hav e an open, 
and Indeed a hospitable mind, to 
tbe idea of controlling Germany 
without a prolonged occupation and 
m ilitary gov ernm ent. 
There is. I believ e an alternativ e. 
It Is to fix the German frontier 
finally in the arm istice itself, to 
enter Germ any for the purpose of 
disarm ing her, of arresting tbe 
crim inals, of recov ering the loot 
and of m aking v isible the reality 
of her defeat, and then to retire 
outside the frontier except perhaps 
to hold tbe strategic gatew ay s and 
certain strategic economic resources 
such as tbe Ruhr and Silesia. 
Since Germany then will be de­ 
fenseless on the ground and In the 
air and at sea, moderately -sized 
forces stationed within easy strik­ 
ing distance of Germany would be 
quite capable of Imposing our will 
upon the German gov ernment. 
In addition, standing outside Ger­ 
man territory , we could take under 
control all means of communlcsr 
tlon between Germany and the out­ 
side world — her exports and Im­ 
ports and her external finances, 
the Ingress and egress of Germans, 
the censorship of malls, telegrapb 
and radio, the mov ement of ships, 
railway s and highway transport. 
Thus Germany ’s foreign relations 
would be under Allied control.

h e adv antages of substituting 
external 
and

many . 


More Cold, Hard Facts 
S 
ECRETARY OP THB TREASURER MORQE.N- 
THAU m akes a good case for additional rgv - 
qnue of |10,500,000,000 in 1944. It cannot be dis­ 
puted that as much as possible of the cost of 
tjie war should be borne by current pay ments. 
It can be disputed, howev er, that congress Is 
foing to enact 110,600,000,000 worth of taxes. It 
would entail substantial increases in income taxes, 
•nd the increases would fall m ost heav ily on 
middle Income class taxpay ers. The wealthy al­ 
ready were being taxed to the lim it when war 
Megan, and the poor. Secretary Morgenthau rec- 
dmmends, should be reliev ed of ev en the Vic­ 
tory tax because It is too much for them to pay . 
(Jongreas is In a mood to compromise. 
$ The United States has reached. In other words, 
l^e point where ability to pay taxes has been 
gtretched v ery close to the limit, though the gov ­ 
ernm ent’s ability to spend taxes Is continuing 
tp expand. Secretary Morgenthau, who say s the 
*!cold hard facts of fiscal necessity " demands 
^ a t the people "take in their belts", would be 
tquklly close to tbe truth if he said that they 
4lso demand that tbe gov ernment take in its 
belt. 
This demand coming from tbe people and ris- 
ihg through congress is Just as im portant as 
Secretary M orgeuthau's request for more rev enue. 
If it were to be acknowledged and satisfied only 
in part, the request could be made with far better 
'grace. 
• There simply is too much ev idence of prodigal 
spending and extrav agance at large to perm it 
the people to hear talk about enormous tax in­ 
creases without wondering how much money has 
been wasted — and will continue to be wasted 
unless something is done about It. 
: All spending now is in th* name of war. A 
f?w y ears ago It was in the name of pump-prim- 
ihg and relief. W hatev er the name, It does not 
excuse waste of public money . The treasury 
Would come to congress and the people with • 
stronger case If it could point to Intention to 
sgv e a few billions out of th# alm ost 50 billions 
it hopes to collect. 


The m ost Im portant, I believ e, Is 
that It reliev es us—the Allies—of 
the direct and v isible responsibi­ 
lity of solv ing the desperate prob­ 
lems which H itlerism and defeat 
will bequeath to the German na­ 
tion. 
If we occupy and gov ern, it wlll 
not be long before the Germans, 
and Indeed people ev ery where, will 
begin to bold us rather than Ger­ 
many accountable for the trouble 
which Germany will be In. 
They will forget H itler and tbe 
m ilitary 
defeat. 
Tbey 
wlll 
be 
thinking only of us. 
If. on the other hand, we occupy , 
and then gov ern through a free 
German republic, the free Germans 
will be our puppets. 
As puppets they will be taint­ 
ed. Because they will not easily 
make 
Germuxy prosperous 
and 
happy , they will be discredited. 
W orst of all, we merely shall 
postpone, 
w ithout 
solv ing, 
the 
queMlon of how the G ermans are 
going to learn to gov ern them­ 
selv es decently . 
Is It not better to make the 
Germans face the German problem 
a t once. In Its sev erest and most 
direct form, Instead of giv ing them 
the shelter and protection of an 
Allied

and 
military 
gov ernm ent?

T m ay be said tha t If we draw 
an Iron circle around Germany 
and then compel the Germans to 
settle 
the Internal problem s 
of 
Germany there will be civ il war 
and chaos, the economic recuper­ 
ation of Shirope will be delay ed. 
Mey be so. But does any one think 
tbe Nasi regime can be liquidated, 
not merely tem porarily driv en un­ 
derground. 
unless 
the 
Germans 
them selv es liquidate it? 
As for chaos, certainly there are 
good Germans. But wlll they ev er 
he good enough Germ ans until they 
hav e done w hat ev ery other free 
people has done, until they them­ 
selv es hav e won their Ubertles? 
We can prev ent the Germans 
from destroy ing our liberties, but 
German liberty m ust be won by 
Germans. 
Military 
gov ernm ent 
merely ev ades and postpones the 
issue. 
As for the recuperation of Eu­ 
rope. w hat confidence can any one 
place In It If Germany ’s part In It 
Is directed by Allies soldiers? 
Is It not ev ident that as soon 
as the occupy ing forces leav e, all 
of Europe will trem ble a t w hat 
may happen, the whole artificial 
settlem ent wlll be In turm oil 10 
or 15 y ears hence?

Over-Optimism Shows Their Failure 


To Grasp Our Psychology

A 
m o n g th* exaggerations of our m asterm inds 
in connection with the w ar Is the alleged ov er* 
optimism of the people, specifically the belief 
the v ictory is nearly won and that th© conflict 
soon will be finished. 
I say this Is an exaggeration because no RUch 
belief exists among the people generally . Our 
public speakers and statesm en and 
editorial 
w riters hav e m ade a stock proposition of tho 
w arning against ov er-optimlsm on the ground 
It im pairs our w ar effort, y et the facts of produc­ 
tion 'and the self-denial and sacrifice of the 
people prov e that constant shrilling a t them is 
unw arranted. 
I think It has a bad effect The people » r* 
growing tired of being scolded w ithout Justi­ 
fication, when they know they are doing th* 
best they can. They are confident we will win 
the war, but there Is a difference between con­ 
fidence and ov er-optlmism which the scolder* 
m ay not recognize. 
A few of tho people think the w ar In Burop* 
will end In a few months. It is merely opinion 
based largely on past perform ance of tbe Ger­ 
m ans wbo collapsed v ery suddenly In World 
W ar I and on the theory they will quit as sud­ 
denly this tim e when their homeland faces In­ 
v asion by tbe Allies, and especially the Russians. 
1 think this my self. 
B 
u t opinion Is not ov er-optlmlsm. Any way the 
g reat m ajority of the people do not agree 
with this v iew. EJv en If they did, rather than 
im pairing the w ar effort It only would Increase 
their endeav ors to do ev ery thing to hasten the 
collapse. The m ajority of the people think the 
w ar in E)urope will last at least another y ear 
and the opinion that the war with Japan will 
continue for sev eral y ears 1? v irtually unanimous, 
though those who are eager to hav e this nation 
keep concentrating on Germany will tell y ou that 
when the Nazis fall, the Japanese will be • 
pushov er. 
This Impression has been pretty well promoted 
by tbe m asterm inds, them selv es, the same who 
are lecturing the people on ov er-optimism. I 
claim It is the worst ty pe of ov er-optlmism of all. 
The people are not Idiots. They can see from 
the slow progress of the w ar In the Pacific 
that the Japanese are tough. 
How, pray , would the m asterm inds hav e our 
people, optim istic ev en to a slightly ov er point, 
o r pessim istic? Would not the latter mood ev entu­ 
ally im pair the w ar effort much more than the 
other? Is It not better for the people to feel 
cocky ov er the outlook than to go around with 
long faces and submerged in gloom? 


Y 
OU know v ery well that any person who 
gav e public expression to extrem e pessimism 
about our situation In the war would be subject 
to inv estigation by the FBI, If he did not get 
sev erely handled by his hearers. It- would come 
under the head of aid and comfort to the enemy . 
I suppose the middle ground between ov er­ 
optimism and pessimism In this case Is the con­ 
fidence I hav e menttoned and on which the 
m ajority of the people stand. 
It Is the confidence that produced the muni­ 
tions that hav e kept our Allies going as we 
were setting up the m ightiest m ilitary machin­ 
ery and If, in contem plation of the results, our 
confidence som etimes bolls ov er a trifle it is 
scarcely occasion for a wigging unless the effort 
that sustains it commences to sag. 
I encounter few persons who are not well 
aw are tbat the Japanese hav e been giv en tim e 
to hole up In well nigh im pregnable places and 
that they m ust be dug out like gophers. I hav e 
y et to he*.r a prediction that places the end of 
the w ar with Japan inside of a y ear after the 
fighting w ith the Nazis ceases. 
The people know our casualties will be high, 
and the financial cost tremendous, y et I hav * 
nev er beard one person suggest we should make 
peace with either Japan or Germany until w* 
hav e achiev ed complete v ictory , so a little less 
berating is in order.

Today And Tomorrow 


External Control Of Germans Looms As Best Bet 


For Allies When Hitler’s Armies Lay Down Arms

T 
HE question to which the Al­ 
lies m ast find the answer at 
Moscow is what kind of armistice 
do we intend to give the Germans 
when they surrender. 
Tbe answer to this question Is 
the key to the future of Europe 
end of tbe grand alliance of the 
United 
Nation# 
throughout 
the 
world. 
If wa agree on n righteous and 
workable policy for Germany, we 
shall be able to face all tbe other 
questions of the eettlement with 
confidence. If we disagree on Ger­ 
many, wa shall become hopelessly 
divided everywhere. 
Tbe critical point is for bow long 
a time and la what way tbe Al­ 
lies 
mean to oocupy and govern 
Germany with their armies. 
In th# western countries It gen­ 
erally has been assumed that we 
must oocupy and govern. We do 
not know with certainty the Rue- 
sans view. 
But there are several* Indica­ 
tions — their 
sponsoring 
the 
•Wee German Committee and their 
disapproval of AMG, our plan for 
the military government of oc­ 
cupied 
territory — which 
give 
ground for thinking that the Rus­ 
sians may not believe in an Al­ 
ltud occupation and government of 
Germany. 
NOW there ere compelling rea­ 
sons why Americans, and also 
tho British, should have an open, 
and Indeed a hospitable mind, to 
the Idea of controlling Germany 
without a prolonged occupation and 
military government 
There is, I believe an alternative. 
It Is to fix the German frontier 
finally In tho armistice itself, to 
enter Germany for the purpose of 
disarming bar, of arresting the 
criminals, of recovering the loot 
and of making visible tbs reality 
of her defeat and then to retire 
outside the frontier except perhaps 
to hold the etrategic gateways and 
certain strategic economic resources 
such as the Ruhr and Silesia. 
Since Germany then will be de­ 
fenseless on the ground and in the 
sir and at sea, moderately-sized 
forces stationed within easy strik­ 
ing distance of Germany would be 
quito capable of Imposing our will 
upon the German government 
In addition, standing outside Ger­ 
man territory, we could take under 
control all means of communica­ 
tion between Germany and the out­ 
side world — her exports and Im­ 
ports and her external finances, 
tbe Ingress and egress of Germans, 
the censorship of malls, telegraph 
and radio, the movement of ships, 
railways and highway transport. 
Thus Germany’s foreign relations 
woald be under Allied control. 
THE advantages of substituting 
external and remote control 
for occupation and government ars 
many. 


The most Important, I believe, Is 
that It relieves us—the Allies—of 
the direct and visible reeponslbl 
llty of solving the desperate prob­ 
lems which Hitlerism and defeat 
will bequeath to the German na­ 
tion. 
If we occupy and govern, It will 
not be long before the Germans, 
and indeed people everywhere, will 
begin to hold u t rather than Ger­ 
many accountable for the trouble 
which Germany will be in. 
They will forget Hitler and the 
military 
defeat. 
They 
will 
be 
thinking only of us. 
If, on the other hand, we occupy, 
and then govern through a free 
German republic, the free Germans 
will be our puppets. 
As puppets they will be taint­ 
ed. Because they will not easily 
nudie Germany prosperous 
and 
happy, they will be discredited. 
W orst of all, we merely shall 
postpone, 
without 
solving, 
the 
question of how the Germans are 
going to learn to govern them­ 
selves decently. 
Is it not better to make the 
Germans face the German problem 
at once, In IU severest and most 
direct form, Instead of giving them 
tbe shelter and protection of an 
Allied 
occupation 
and 
miliUry 
government? 
I 
T may be said that if we draw 
an iron circle around Germany 
and then compel the Germans to 
settle 
the internal problems of 
Germany there will be civil war 
and chaos, the economic recuper­ 
ation of Europe will be delayed. 
Maybe so. But does anyone think 
the Nail regime can be liquidated, 
not merely temporarily driven un­ 
derground, 
unless 
the 
Germans 
themselves liquidate It? 
As for chaos, certainly there are 
good Germans. But will they ever 
be good enough Germans until they 
have done what every other free 
people has done, until they them­ 
selves have won their Uberties? 
We can prevent the Germans 
from destroying our liberties, but 
German liberty must be won by 
Germans. 
Military 
government 
merely evades and postpones the 
issue. 
As for the recuperation of Eu­ 
rope. what confidence can anyone 
place In It lf Germany’s part in It 
Is directed by Allies soldiers? 
Is It not evident that as soon 
as the occupying forces leave, all 
of Europe will tremble at what 
may happen, the whole artificial 
settlement will be In turmoil IO 
or 15 years hence? 
Last but not least, lf we adopt 
the plan of external rather than of 
Internal control of Germany, we 
can concentrate our efforts and our 
resources upon the reconstruction 
of non-German Europe. This Is Im­ 
perative.

TLANTA, Ga.—When a soldier’s 
wife "wants to see her man.” 
nothing seems to deter her. 
At least, none of the varied and 
onmplex 
problems thousands 
of 
wives of servicemen present to tbe 
Travelers Ald society in Atlanta, 
the transportation hub of the south­ 
east, deter them. 
In fact, these wives are con­ 
cerned only with getting where 
they want to go. 
Any difficulties that would de­ 
lay them assume such major im­ 
portance that nothing matters ex­ 
cept a solution to the Immediate 
problem, according to Mrs. F. F. 
Athearn, executive secretary of tbe 
aociety. 
Most of the women, she said 
hsve been married less than two 
years and frequently they have a 
young baby or young children who 
alto complicate matters. 
As a rule the people who come 
to the Travelers Ald are those who 
have made no previous arrange­ 
ments, or in the case of wives 
comiug to husbands stationed in 
this area, have had none made for 
them, the secretary explained. 


S 
OMETIMES wives come through 
Atlanta unexpectedly, have made 
tao trip to visit their husbands on 
a sudden Impulse and often hav­ 
ing no conception of present travel 
difficulties. 
Mrs. Athearn explained that the 
Travelers Ald tries to help these 
wives meet their difficulties by of­ 
fering suggestions and doing every­ 
thing possible to put the best plan 
into execution. 
“We answer questions In such a 
way as to suit the needs of the 
individual. 
The matter must be 
handled very delicately and subtly 
without an attempt In any sense 
to pry. 
“They come to us with all Borts 
of personal problems which have 
nothing to do with traveling. Here 
again we offer our assistance." 
She continued by telling of wives 
whose husbands receive sudden Mid 
unexpected orders of transfer to 
places where the wives cannot fol­ 
low. 
P 
EOPLE are traveling who never 
have traveled before, she said. 
Lacking experlenoe, they do not 
know how to go about meeting

the situations with which they are 
faced. 
And, the secretary reported, ar­ 
rangements are getting more diffi­ 
cult to make in Atlanta. 
“We are

soldier called from Ft. Benning 
asking the Travelers Aid to meet 
his wife ainee he could not get 
away from camp. 
Such requests come in great num­ 
bers, she said especially from sol­ 
diers stationed near Atlanta. 
Wives arrive In Atlanta with no 
money and no one to meet them. 
Many times such people accept as­ 
sistance from tbe Travelers Ald In 
the form of a loan, which they re­ 
pay, Mrs. Athearn said. 
Older wives know better how to 
avail 
themselves 
of 
community 
service, she asserted, while many 
just do not travel with their chil­ 
dren, if there are any. 
“It is far more difficult for wives 
with children,” she declared.

MONG the exaggerations of our masterminds 
In connection with the war Is the alleged over­ 
optimism of the people, specifically the belief 
the victory Is nearly won and that the conflict 
soon win be finished. 
I say this Is an exaggeration because no such 
belief exists among the people generally. Our 
public speakers and statesmen and editorial 
writers have made a stock proposition of the 
warning against over-optimism on the ground 
it impairs our war effort yet the facts of produc* 
Hon -and the self-denial and sacrifice of the 
people prove that constant shrilling at them la 
unwarranted. 
I think It has a bad effect The people are 
growing tired of being scolded without Just!, 
flcation, when they know they are doing the 
best they can. They are confident we wiU win 
the war, but there Is a difference between con- 
Adance and over-optlmlsm which the scolder* 
may not recognize. 
A few of the people think the war In Europe 
will end In a few months. It is merely opinion 
baaed largely on past performance of the Ger­ 
mans who collapsed very suddenly In World 
W ar I and on the theory they will quit as sud* 
denly this time when their homeland faces In­ 
vasion by the Allies, and especiaHy the Russian*. 
I think this myself. 
BUT opinion is not over-optimism. Anyway the 
great majority of the people do not agree 
with tills view. Elven lf they did, rather than 
impairing the war effort it only would Increase 
their endeavors to do everything to hasten the 
collapse. The majority of the people think the 
war In Europe will last at least another year 
and the opinion that the war with Japan will 
continue for aeveral years I? virtually unanimous, 
though those who are eager to have this nation 
keep concentrating on Germany will tell you that- 
when the Nasi* fall, the Japanese will be a 
pushover. 
This impression has been pretty well promoted 
by the masterminds, themselves, the same who 
are lecturing the people on over-optimism. I 
claim It is the worst type of over-optimism of all. 
The people are not Idiots. They can see from 
the slow progress of the war In the Pacific 
that the Japanese are tough. 
How, pray, would the masterminds have our 
people, optimistic even to a slightly over point, 
or pessimistic? Would not the latter mood eventu­ 
ally impair the war effort much more than the 
other? Is it not better for the people to feel 
cocky over the outlook than to go around with 
long facet and submerged in gloom? 
Y 
OU know very well that any person who 
gave public expression to extreme pessimism 
about our situation in the war would be subject 
to Investigation by the FBI, lf he did not get 
severely handled by his hearers. It- would come 
under tbe head of ald and comfort to the enemy. 
I suppose the middle ground between over- 
optimism and pessimism In this case Is the con­ 
fidence I hsve mentioned and on which the 
majority of the people stand. 
It Is the confidence that produced the muni­ 
tions that have kept our Allies going as we 
were setting up the mightiest military machin­ 
ery and lf, in contemplation of the results, our 
confidence sometimes bolls over a trifle It is 
scarcely occasion for a wigging unless the effort 
that sustains It commences to sag. 
I encounter few persons who are not well 
aware that the Japanese have been given time 
to hole up In well nigh impregnable places and 
that they must be dug out like gophers. I have 
yet to hear a prediction that places the end of 
the war with Japan Inside of a year after tho 
fighting with the Nazis ceases. 
The people know our casualties will be high, 
and the financial cost tremendous, yet I have 
never heard one person suggest we should make 
peace with either Japan or Germany until we 
have achieved complete victory, so a little less 
berating la In order.

The average voter still thinks it 
will take another full year to bring 
Germany to her knees, and anoth­ 
er two years to defeat Japan. 
Since the middle of August a 
large number of persons have come 
to the conclusion that the war will 
he over In Europe by Christmas, 
but the increase' is only from 8 per­ 
cent to 12 percent. 
About two-thirds of the adult 
population looks for an end to the 
European phase of the fighting 
during 1944, and more particularly 
during the second half of 1944.

40,000 Estimated Needed In 


Distribution At Schools 


Copies 
of 
the 
“home 
front 
pledge’’, to be signed by every per­ 
son who obtains War Ration Book 
Four, will be distributed in connec­ 
tion with the new ration book's 
issuance the last week of this 
month, the East Liverpool ration 
board announced today. 
The pledge is a printed declara­ 
tion that the signer will pay no 
more than top legal prices and will 
accept no rationed goods without 
giving up ration stamps. 
The signer then is presented With 
a window sticker for display in the 
home. 
40,000 Signers Expected 
•More than 38,000 copies of Book 
One were issued in the Joint East 
Llverpool-Wellsville area and it is 
expected the Book Four distribu­ 
tion will reach well over 40,000. 
The new books will be Issued 
through the echools late this month 
with teachers and senior student 
volunteers issuing the books and 
home front pledgee. 
Ration tokens for general use 
sometime in 
January 
will 
sup­ 
plement the new book so that Book 
Four is expected to last about two 
years, OPA officials said.

AT THE SWISS-ITALIAN FRON- 
TIER, Oct. 6—Armed bands led 
by Italian officers are sweeping 
down from the mountains of north­ 
ern Italy to strike at German com­ 
munications.

The order decreed death for any 
one who attacks a German soldier 
or a member of a German bureau, 
or anyone committing an act of 
violence against the German army, 
Its Installations or equipment Leas 
grave cases will be punished by Im 
prisonment. 
Information from Italy Indicates 
that one group of more than 1,000 
men has established headquarters 
in the Lecco mountains near Lake 
Como and Is making repeated for­ 
ays against German communica­ 
tions. 
It Is understood that simi­ 
lar hands are operating In the Ber- 
gamo mountain areas.

Roosevelt Wants To Advance 
Date For Philippine Freedom

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—President Roosevelt asked congress today 
for authority to “proclaim the legal independence of the Philippines 
as a separate and self-governing nation as soon as feasible.” 
July 4, 1946, is -the date for independence now set by law and by 
votes of the Filipinos, but Mr. Roosevelt told congress in a special 
message it is possible that for- *>----------------------------------------------- 
, tunes of war will permit an earl­ 
ier consummation of this Joint will 
of the American and Filipino peo­ 
ples. 
The Japanese have held the Phil­ 
ippines since early 1942 and have 
taken steps themselves which they 
say are Intended to give the is­ 
lands Independence. 
President Roosevelt said 
not 
only an advance In the date for 
independence but also three other 
steps are due the Filipino people 
In recognition of their heroic role 
In the war, their political ties with 
this country and bonds of future 
friendship. 
He recommended that congress 
make provisions for: 
I.—The President and President 
Quezon of the Philippines to “enter 
into immediate negotiations and 
take the necessary steps to provide 
for full security for the Philip­ 


pines, for the mutual maintenance 
of peace in the Pacific.” 
2.—Determining 
the necessary 
adjustment in laws pertaining to 
American-Philipplne economic re­ 
lations so as to assist in making 
the 
islands, as an 
Independent 
nation, economically secure wher­ 
ever possible. 
3.—Physical and economical re­ 
habilitation of the Philippines ne­ 
cessitated by the war.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 5—Gov ern­ 
ment food authorities hav e dis­ 
closed recent heav y increases In 
total United States meat produc­ 
tion will not permit increaser ra­ 
tions for the civ ilian dinner table. 
Ration point v alues will not be 
lowered 
to allow consumers to 
purchase 
more 
meat 
products 
with their food stamps. 
Although the war meat board re­ 
ported meat production increased 
4 percent for the week ending 
Sept. 25 abov e the preceding week 
and 15 percent ov er the same 
week a year ago, huge gov ernment 
purchases are being made for mili­ 
tary and lend-lease stock piles. 
Uncle Sam will buy, an OPA 
spok esman 
pointed 
out, 
nearly 
double the amount of major meat 
items in October that he bought 
in September. 
The spok esman said the gov ­ 
ernment buys heav ily during peak 
producing 
seasons, 
putting 
the 
purchases in storage warehouses 
for. future army and lend-lease 
use. 
During lean producing periods, 
it was explained, the gov ernment 
“lays off” the meat supply, allow­ 
ing almost the whole output to 
reach civ ilian channels. 
This procedure holds true with 
butter purchases as well. 
According to the war food ad­ 
ministration this is a "lev eling off 
process” to assure civ ilians of a 
steady flow—if not so large—of 
commodities. 


WPB Supports, AFL Hits 
Incentive Pay' Plan 
"Incentiv e pay”, a plan claimed 
by some war plants to stimulate 
production of v ital war materials 
and k eep wage raises within rea­ 
sonable lev els, is the center of a 
raging controv ersy with more and 
more plants considering it and 
some labor unions opposing it v ig­ 
orously. 
In a new mov e, the war labor 
board has approv ed an incentiv e 
work plan for employes of the 
Grumman • Aircraft 
Engineering 
Corp. and called it a “brand new 
v enture” with an "alluring pros­ 
pect of increasing production.” 
In this plan, the amount of work 
is specified to be computed as a 
basis for a wage increase or "In­ 
centiv e payments” to be paid auto­ 
matically. 
William 
Green, 
head 
of 
the 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor, 
meanwhile criticized the Grumman 
plan and said it "cannot be sub­ 
stituted for basic wage increases 
obtained 
through collectiv e bar­ 
gaining.”

CHICAGO, Oct. 6—Woman war 
work ers today were Urged to put 
away eyebrow tweezers and lash 
curlers for the duration. 
Milton M. Bowman of Washing­ 
ton, field representativ e for the 
national committee for the conser­ 
v ation of manpower in. war indus­ 
tries. reported 
to the 
National 
Safety congress, “woman work ers 
who pluck their eyebrows 
and 
tamper with their lashes deliberate­ 
ly reduce nature’s safety defenses 
for their eyes. 
“Eyebrows and lashes sift out 
and ward off a surprising amount, 
of dust and foreign particles that 
otherwise get into eyes,” he said.

Bundle-Toting Shoppers 


Given Advice By ODT

H 
OW can I Judge Just what 
bundles I must carry myself?” 
This question has been raised 
all ov er the country by the exten­ 
sion of the office of defense trans­ 
portation’s regulation on the deliv ­ 
ery of pack ages by stores. Former­ 
ly applying only In the gas short­ 
age eastern areas, the regulation 
becomes effectiv e in East Liv er­ 
pool next Monday. 
The regulation states that retail 
pack ages which are to be deliv ered 
must either weigh ov er fiv e pounds 
or measure more than 60 Inches in 
length plus the distance around the 
pack age. 
Most purchases will be easy to 
judge, but a few will be rather 
trick y, borderline cases and ODT 
offers the following examples to 
guide shoppers: 
The ordinary dress box (genaral 
ly three inches by 12 inches by 
19 inches) with one dress in it 
must be carried by the purchaser. 
It doesn’t measure 60 inches when 
the length and the distance around 
it are added, nor does it weigh 
ov er fiv e pounds. 
Larger boxes for coats, ev ening 
gowns and furs will generally be 
ov er the 60-inch rule and therefore 
may be deliv ered. 
Two pairs of shoes in boxes are 
a "tak e-with” item, but three pairs 
are deliv erable. 
A half dozen men’s shirts must 
be carried; a dozen may be deliv 
ered. 
Three sheets or nine pillow cases 
mak e a compact pack age under 60 
inches in length plus girth, but be­ 
cause of their weight (ov er fiv e 
pounds) they may be deliv ered. 
A chenille spread, on the other 
hand, would weigh less than fiv e 
pounds, but the bulk of the pack ­ 
age would put it in the deliv erable 
class. 
There are many household ar­ 
ticles which would be light enough 
for the shopper to carry but which 
measure more than the required 
60 inches. A large salad bowl, for 
instance, or a good-size framed pic 
ture would come in this class 
Toilet and facial tissues, brought 
in quantity, come under the same 
heading. 
On such borderline cases, the 
best rule is for a woman to let 
her conscience be her guide . . . 
always remembering 
that ev ery 
pack age carried helps add extra life 
to deliv ery truck equipment so that 
items which are definitely impossi­ 
ble of carrying can continue to be 
deliv ered. 


UTTER? 
East Liv erpool 
housewiv es 
would mortgage the families’ ra­ 
tion book s and points for the dura­ 
tion—if they could only find it! 
That was the consensus among 
grocery and dairy stores today 
when quizzed on the effect of the 
new four-point rise in the ration 
v alue of butter. 
Butter now is 16 points per 
pound. 
"No, there was no rush to buy 
butter at 
the old 
point v alue. 
They’re pretty used to getting none 
at all by this time,” said one store 
owner resignedly. 
As a result of the upped point 
v alue, the general shortage and the 
increasing tendency to substitute 
wherev er possible, the sale of oleo­ 
margarine has Increased more than 
50 percent in recent months, ac­ 
cording to one grocery store mana­ 
ger. 
Other store owners estimated 
the increase in the use of “oleo” as 
high as 75 percent, while one said 
families which nev er had bought 
margarine now are using It reg­ 
ularly.

The ordinary dress box (general 
ly three Inches by 12 inches by 
19 inches) w ith one dress in it 
m ust be carried by th e purchaser, 
It doesn’t m easure 60 inches when 
the length and the distance around 
it are added, nor does it weigh 
over five pounds. 
L arger boxes for coats, evening 
gowns and furs will generally be 
over th e 60-inch rule and therefore 
m ay be delivered. 
Two pairs of shoes in boxes are 
a “take-with” item , but three pairs 
are deliverable. 
A half dozen m en’s shirts m ust 
be carried; a dozen m ay be delly 
ered. 
T hree sheets or nine pillow cases 
m ake a com pact package under 60 
inches in length plus girth, but be­ 
cause of their w eight (over five 
pounds) they m ay be delivered 
A chenille spread, on the other 
hand, would weigh less than Ave 
pounds, but the bulk of the pack 
age would put it in the deliverable 
class. 
T here are m any household ar 
tid e s which would be light enough 
for the shopper to carry but which 
m easure more than the required 
60 inches. A large salad bowl, for 
instance, or a good-size framed pie 
tore would come in this class. 
Toilet and facial tissues, brought 
In quantity, come under the same 
heading. 
On such borderline cases, the 
best rule is for a woman to let 
her conscience be her guide . . .

rem em bering 
th at every 
package carried helps add extra life 
to delivery truck equipm ent so that 
Items which are definitely impossi­ 
ble of carrying can continue to be 
delivered.

T bs center of gravity of the 
human being is the second lum bar 
vertebra, which is about a hand’s 
breadth below the last rib.
